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{ PADDLERAMA 
Excerts from handout to PHRC participants 


BACKGROUND 


Paddlerama 1S sponsored by the Bucks County Council of the Boy 
Scouts of America. It's a 50 mile, two day, canoe race which starts 
at the Delaware Water Gap and ends at Tinicum Park (14 ailes north of 
New Ho ae It is broken up into two, 25 alle, segments. The first 
half ( a ueeer ends in Easton. Until recent years, the scouts would 
then ‘camp out overnight in Eddyside Park and begin the second day's 
race from that same location. Recently, however, the a Fathers no 
longer permit the encaapment, so the scouts now camp at Stover’s Will 
Park (on Friday and) on Saturday night. The second day eee now 
begins (and the first day ends) at the launching area at the east end 
of the Easton-Phillipsburg bridge. _ 

The annual event's first running was in 1962; Phil-Mont’s partici- 
pation began in 1966. Our involvement is to help ensure the health & 
welfare of the participants, which has been tested frequently due to 
the varying river conditions over the years. 

In past years there have been as oat ee 43 canoes in the race; 
both girls and boys, aged 13 to 18, participate. In recent years, 
however, the turnout has been sore in the order of 12 to 16 canoes. 

The Delaware river is normally a relatively cala body of water, 
with only one area of the race (Foul Rift), just below Belvidere, NJ, 
being classified as “Class 2° conditions (on an international scale 
of 1 to 6). Of course, river conditions can vary widely from year to 
year. 


The race goes on, rain or shine, halted only for extreme adverse. 


conditions such as electrical storas or extreaaly high (and fast flow- 
ing) water. (Have you ever seen a canoe literally wrapped around a 
bridge abutaent?) 


THE RACE 


Each teas normally consists of six members and one canoe. On 
each day there are three relays’, each consisting of passage through 
three “gates” and a ‘changeover’. The gates (poles) are suspended 
vertically over the river (usually 1n an area of rapid water condi- 
tions). Each team 1s judged on its successful passage (forward and 
reverse!) through the gates, and penalty points (worth 5 ainutes 
each) are added to the times of those who fail to sake clear pas- 
sage. The changeover is just what the nage iaplies, however, it is 
possible to get penalty points here too, due to improper procedures. 
At the end of each day, tises and penalty points are calculated and 
posted for each relay. 

Awards are given for all sorts of achieveaents. There are, at 
least, four classes of entrants, including Senior Boys, Senior 
Girls, Junior Boys, and Junior Girls.

To most people, if the nase 
“Truk” eans anything, it seans 
the place where a fleet of Japa- 
nese war ships was laid to rest 
during World War II. To scuba 
divers in particular, the teras 
“Truk Lagoon” and “wreck diving” 
are practically synonymous, and 
each year hundreds cose to ex- 
plore these subaerged' relics 
firsthand. . 

But sunken ships are only a 
small] aspect of what the Truk La- 
goon 15 all about. Geologically, 
the lagoon is a delightful treat 
as it 1S one of the few places on 
earth where a sinking volcano sys- 
tem and its resultant coral atol) 
can be seen together, creating 
one of the largest barrier reefs 
in existence. Then there are the 
almost 200 atolls and reef is- 
lands outside the lagoon itself. 
Here a MWicronesian life-style 
quite unaffected by Western influ- 
ence prevails. Men still know 
the ancient navigational skills 
and are attired in the native 
loincloth or “thu”. 

To try to see all of these as- 
pects of Truk would be a monuasen- 
tal task for any one person. 
The main way aost of the islands 
are kept in contact with the Dis- 
trict Center of Moen island is by 
boats and copra ships. Yet this 
District Center 1S also where Con- 
tinental Airlines flies its 727s, 
and foreign visitors stay. So an 
American tourist can easily find 
hiaself riding in the back of a 
pickup style taxi along witha 
loinclothed Western Islander. 

Hoen is also the center of 
electronic comsunication for 
Turk. Not far from the Interna- 
tional Airport stands the State 
Radio station, WSCZ, (1593 KHz), 
Shortwave antennas, and the Satel- 
lite Comaunication Center. But 
as 1S often the case for Truk, 
these modern setups are not near- 
ly aS lapressive as the old Japa- 
nese ones. On a hill far froe 
the downtown structure is the 
former Japanese Comaunications 
building -- an impressive sight 
In itself! Thick, fortified con- 
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crete walls with steel window 
Shutters -- there 1S good reason 
the building withstood the Ameri- 
Can boabings and various subse- 
uent typhoons. Even the aost 
edicated amateur radio operator 
has never dreamed of a “shack” 
like that. 
The Trukese on Moen are not 
In the stone age as far as elec- 
tronic interests. Direct televi- 
$10n viewing has succuabed to a 
profusion of video cassettes, and 
video rental stores can be seen 
all over. However, what is also 
seen all over, and appears to be 
growing in popularity, are verti- 
cal HF antennas. Yes, to haas 
from other parts of the world, 
“CB radio” @ay be a foul word, 
but in Truk, it has the potential 
to be a useful tool. With phones 
not being available to even all 
who desire thea on Noen itself, 
much less on the outer island, 
the practicality of a Citizen’s 
Band setup 1s quite apparent. A 
person may live where there isn't 
even a car, but with an inexpen- 
sive radio, he can keep in touch. 
This is not to say that Truk 
1s vold of Amateur Radio. Sone 
dedicated and long tera operators 


live on Moen. Their raised 3 ele- 


ment beam antennas tower high 
above the auch larger nuaber of 
CB ones. 

How any of those now en- 
thralled by the siepler style ra- 
dio will progress to ham radios, 
only tiae will tell.. Truk, even 
with all of its war wrecks, is 
ane ig eu stagnant and comauni- 
cation 1S playing a @ore and sore 
laportant part in its future. 
Scuba divers eay continue think- 
ing that all there is to the Truk 
State in the Federated States of 
Micronesia 1S a bunch of sunken 
Ships, yet for amateur radio oper- 
ators who have the chance to con- 
tact the raised antennas of resi 
dent Truk hams, they will have op- 
portunity to learn about caves 
and tunnels, birds and bats...and 
much, much aore. 


Ran Annia o Fik-ae-unungat 
(Good Day and Seventy-three) 
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those scouts who will be at the same location to which we have been 
assigned. (This comes in handy if you are unfamiliar with the terri- 
tory, or need a canoe to get to your assigned eee en Generally 
there are three types of assignaents, that you might get, which are 
more fully explained below: 
1. Gates 
2. Changeovers — 
3. Observation points 
The “sweep canoe” is loaded and ue in the river at this point, 
too. Captained, in recent years, by WB3BPI (Brad King) and his able 
(and ela A Ee d crew, who are equipped with at least two radios 
with which they keep in touch with both MO-COM and their very own 
“chase car” (food er a fad Their mission is to ensure the 
Safe passage of all who precede them down the river. (One year we 
even had a submarine’, captained by K3PHC!) 
All the while, MO-COM is being set-up near Johnson's Fara, at a 
point 1100 feet above sea level, southeast of Belvidere, NJ. 
Race information is coordinated and recorded by the MO0-COM 
operators. If ee are assigned to an “observation point” you are 
epee only for observing Safe passage past your location. From 


each set of “gates” we will relay penalty point inforeation for each 


. canoe. Froa the “changeover” points will cose “official” tiee 


inforaation. Up until recent years, all of this information was 
manually tabulated at the end of each day’s race. However, this year 
will be the fourth year in which PHRC has provers an additional 
service to the Scouts in the form of coaputer-calculated results. 

As the scores are transmitted to MO-CON, they are immediately en- 
tered into the coaputer which, in addition to assisting with the scor- 
ing, calculates the projected arrival time of the first canoe at each

Due to a conflict with a relatively new phenomenon in East- 
on (“Derriere in the Delaware,” an inner-tube float fron she A 
Park to the Phillipsburg bridge), we are no longer able to start the 
race from Eddyside Park. The alternative starting location is on the 
eastern shore (Phillipsburg access area), just north of the old 
Phillipsburg bridge. From there the Scouts paddle across two rivers 
(the Delaware AND the Lehigh!) to their first set of gates, just 
below the “Canal Museua’. 

_ At the end of the second day all Scouts (and PMRCers) gather at 
Tinicue park where the final results are entered into the coaputer, 
the winners determined, and awards presented. . 

Paddlerama has, for pear been Phil-Mont’s substitute for Field- 
Day. Those who've attended, will agree that it sure beats sending 
“CQ-field day” for 24 hours straight!
